first-line planes possessed by Russia 
at the beginning of the war. 
One military aviation expert ex­ 
pressed the view that many of Rus­ 
sia's best machines are second-rate 
in comparison with other European 
planes. Some, this source added, are 
powered 
with 
American 
motors 
which Russian mechanics ire un­ 
able to repair. 
It was considered possible that 
circumstances of this nature might 
partially account for the reported 
Finnish aerial achievements during 
the last few weeks which have as­ 
tonished even Finnish officials.

The counsel of Dr. Edgar V. Allen of the Mayo Clinic may have 
the effect of deflating big executives somewhat, but those who are wise 
will accept it as being designed for their own good and will govern them ­ 
selves accordingly. 
Doctor Allen is guilty, of course, of a great deal of heresy and not 
a little libel when he says that even the biggest of the executives really 
isn't very important in the genera! scheme of things. “If he could only 
see, 
Doctor Allen says, referring to the big executive, “how small, how 
insignificant, how unimportant his individual life is, he might shape it 
so that he would achieve more of happiness and content and less of 
material success and perhaps ill health,” 
There may be a grain of truth in all of this but at the same time 
it is outrageous 
What could be more disrespectful and contemptuous 
than to classify as "insignificant and unim portant" a big executive who 
keeps two or three desk telephones busy constantly, has a corps of sten­ 
ographers at his command, a flock of under-executives, whose brain teems 
with ideas, whose tongue shoots forth orders with machine-gun rapidity 
and who puffs furiously on a big black cigar all the while? 
Regardless 
of what Doctor Allen may say, this man is important. 
Or is he? 
Nevertheless, the good doctor’s advice has a convincing ring. 
He 
suggests that the big shots take it easy, lie in bed a morning a week, fiddle 
around with hobbies, do a little physical work, walk or cycle rather than 
motor, golf, hunt and iish just for the heck of it, rather than the score,* 
the bag or the catch. 
Such a formula would be good for the big executive—good for his 
blood pressure, his arteries and his temper.

TOKYO, Feb. 28.—Two influen­ 
tial groups of Japanese business and 
professional men met toda- to con­ 
sider possible action in behalf of 
James R. Young, far eastern man­ 
ager of International News Service, 
who Is facing trial for alleged viola­ 
tion of the Japanese military code 
in connection with a series of news 
dispatches sent after a long tour of 
China. 
Youngs many friends and wide 
circle of acquaintances were keenly 
disappointed when an indictment 
was handed down at the time his 
release appeared imminent. 
The services of a noted Japanese 
lawyer 
were obtained to defend 
Young when the case comes to trial. 
United States Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew*, the consul-general’s office, 
and Russell Durgin, secretary of the 
Tokyo Y. M. C. A. are doing every­ 
thing in their power to expedite the 
proceedings.

Japanese news agency Dome! with­ 
out first notifying the United States 
embassy.

Thirty Contractors To Lay 147 
Miles Of Four-Lane High­ 
way Before June 29 


HARRISBURG—The Pennsylvania 
Turnpike 
Commission 
soon 
will 
launch the “big drive“ to bring its 
160-mile 
superhighway to comple­ 
tion in time for summer traffic this 
year. 
From the time the frost leaves the 
ground, expected to be about the 
first of April, until June 29. the 
deadline fixed for completion of the 
highway by the PWA grant agree­ 
ment, the Commission will have 
to place 147.4 miles of four lane di­ 
vided concrete roadway. 
New highway paving records will 
be required to meet the rigid time 
schedules. On no highway project 
in 
the country has so great 
an 
amount of pavement been laid in so 
short a period. The work will oe 
equivalent to paving 300 miles of 
ordinary highway. 
Thirty paving contractors using 
about 50 complete outfits will op­ 
erate simultaneously all along the 
Turnpike at top speed in the spring 
rush.

CONVULSIONS 
I know of nothing more terrifying 
to a mother than to see her baby go 
into convulsions. 
The name convulsion has been 
popularly applied to a bodily seizure 
which usually comes on rapidly, 
lasts for a few minutes, and then 
either. disappears or begins over 
again. The patient suffering from 
such a condition loses consciousness 
and usually makes violent twitching 
m o v e m e n t s . 
Sometimes 
these 
twitchings are localized in arms or 
legs, but more often the whole body 
is involved. It writhes and twists 
with uncontrollable muscular activ­ 
ity. As most of the muscles are af­ 
fected, those controlling respiration 
will be interfered with, breathing 
will become spasmodic and difficult, 
and the child will turn blue in color. 
A convulsion means that the brain 
is abnormally irritated, and this ir­ 
ritation may be due to any dne of a 
n u m b e r 
of 
causes—indigestion, 
teething, the onset of fevers, fright, 
foreign bodies in the nose or ear, 
hot weather. Poisons in the body 
will cause them, and I have found 
that many children who have such 
seizure have eaten paint off toys or 
off the furniture until they get lead 
poisoning. This Is very serious in­ 
deed, for the child will go on hav­ 
ing one convulsion after another. In 
some cases death will come during 
one of these seizures. 
The most direct cause of convul­ 
sions is an injury to the brain. An 
artery in the head is torn or rup­ 
tured, blood passes over the brain 
and 
creates 
an 
irritation, 
and 
spasms are a result. 


Injury to the brain in the passage 
through the birth canal is the most 
common cause of convulsions in 
babies in the first days of life. Con­ 
vulsions may eventuate from this 
cause later on if only a small 
amount of blood escapes the torn 
artery. For example, a few weeks 
later this small amount of blood 
may form a scar which presses on 
a vital spot, producing a spasm. 
Of course, convulsions may b e! 
caused by brain injury any time in ! 
life. A fall on the head, a motor ac­ 
cident in which the body receives 
a violent enough shaking up to 
burst a blood vessel in the head, or j 
any similar accident may be follow- 
ed by spasms arising in the manner j 
described above. 
But it is in children that we en- I 
counter them most. In conditions 
when adults have chills, fever or 
delirium, infants have convulsions. 
Children develop much higher tem­ 
peratures than adults do, and often 
a convulsion may be brought on in 
them by high temperature produced 
by the onset of infection in ears or 
throat. Such spasms produced by 
high fever do not usually return j 
when the fever is reduced. It is only 
when there is chronic diseasd of the I 
nervous system that convulsions are 
apt to become persistent or chronic, 
similar to epilepsy. 
Convulsions are rarely fatal In 
themselves, however terrifying they 
may appear to the parent. Many 
children go on having convulsions 
with the onset of every infection. 
Then suddenly they stop having 
them and go through life in normal 
fashion.

DEDUCTION FOR DEPRE­ 
CIATION 
The 
Internal 
Revenue 
Code 
provides for “a reasonable allow­ 
ance for the exhaustion, wear and 
tear of property used In the trade 
or business, including a reasonable 
allowance 
for 
obsolescence.” 
For 
convenience, such allowance usually 
is referred to as depreciation. 
In claiming a deduction for depre-

ciation several fundamental princi­ 
ples must be observed. The deduc­ 
tion must be confined to property 
actually, used 
in 
trade, 
business 
and or profession, and to improve­ 
ments on real property, other than 
property used by the taxpayer as his 
personal residence. In general, it 
applies to the taxpayer s capital as­ 
sets—buildings, machinery, etc—the 
cost of which cannot be deducted as 
a business expense. 
A lawyer, doctor, or other profes­ 
sional man may not charge off as a 
current expense the cost of a lib­ 
rary used wholly in his profession, 
this being a capital expenditure and 
the library a capital asset; but he 
may deduct an allowance for de­ 
preciation based upon the useful life 
of the library. If part of a profes­ 
sional man’s residence is used by 
him for office purposes, a propor­ 
tionate amount of the depreciation 
sustained may be deducted, based 
generally on the ratio of the number 
of rooms used for such purposes to 
the total number of rooms in the 
building. The same principle applies 
if a taxpayer rents to others a por­ 
tion of his residence. Under such 
conditions, however, the taxpayer 
must include in his gross income 
the rentals received.
